Applicants represent that the document discloses that seal bonding of a side 
wall and a substrate is performed using indium and that an anti-flowing member is placed on the 
upper face of the side wall to prevent indium from flowing. 



Applicants also represent that the following is an English abstract of the 

document. 



ABSTRACT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED : To provide an image display device and a 
method for manufacturing the device which can be easily sealed in a vacuum atmosphere. 

SOLUTION : The vacuum easing 10 of an image display device has a back 
substrate 12 and a front substrate 1 1 disposed facing each other and has a side wall 18 disposed 
between the substrates. A phosphor screen is formed on the inner surface of the front substrate 
1 1 and an electron emitting element 22 is disposed on the back substrate. Indium 3 1 and a 
silicone adhesive 32 are arranged in parallel on the sealing face between the back substrate and 
the side wall. The front substrate and the back substrate are sealed through the side wall by 
heating and melting the indium in a vacuum atmosphere.
